Cy ru s M. Yocu m told of 
“The ^ oild in Cincinnati” the mis­ 
sionary pageant now open in Cin­ 
cinnati, at the regu lar serv ice at the 
Main Street Christian 
chu rch last 
night. 
He described in detail the 
wonderfu l ex hibition, and then gav e 
his impressions 
and 
the 
lessons 
which it tau ght him. 
At least a hu ndred people hav e 
gone to Cincinnati from Ru shv ille 
and Ru sh cou nty to witness the mis­ 
sionary ex hibit. 
It will be closed 
nex t Satu rday . 
A nu mber of other 
local people ex pect to take adv an­ 
tage of the ex hibit and attend. 
“The World in 
Cincinnati” 
was ! 
likened by tlie Christian chu rch p a s ­ 
tor to commercial 
ex positions. He 
said it bore the same relation to peo­ 
ple as the latter 
does in that it I 
shows the work of missions both in 
foreign lands 
and in 
the 
United 
States. 
1 lie ex position is hou sed in i 
Mu sic Hall in Cincinnati and 
was j 
arranged at an ex pense of $8 0,000.; 
it requ ires ten hou rs to v iew tin, 
marv elou s pageant. 
In one minu te, 
y ou may be transferred from Cin­ 
cinnati to Japan, according to the 
Rev . Mr. Yocu m, for y ou pass from 
the foy ier into the room giv en ov er 
to Japan. 
There an ex hibition of 
the Christian kindergarten work in 
Japan is giv en tw o or three times 
each day . 
In the Japanese room a 
reprodu ction of the Bu ddhists’ tem­ 
ple. a statu e of Bu ddha and nativ e 
tea hou ses are shown. The Rev . Mr. 
Yocu m said worshippers at the tem­ 
ple hav e t<> show their confidence in 
Bu ddha by dropping a coin in the 
slot. 
That reminded the minister of 
the “pay -as-y ou -entei” street cars. 
A method of determining whether I 
or not y ou r pray er is heard by Bu dd- ! 
ha. according to the pastor, is 
to 
fling a paper wad at the statu e, and 
if it sticks, the god is in the right 
mood. 
The Japanese ex hibit showed 
the nativ e shops and 
homes, 
and 
some of the cu stoms of the cou ntry 
were ex plained by attendants. 
The Rev . 
Mr. Yocu m 
said the 
Chinese ex hibit was v ery similar to 
the Japanese becau se the religion of 
the two cou ntries is similar. 
Bu dd­ 
hism originated in 
India 
and 
the 
spread into China first. The minister 
described a padoga, a hou se of gods 
or abode of idols. It is a tall stru c­ 
tu re of sev eral stories. 
Bu ddhism, 
according to the Rev . Mr. Yocu m, 
teaches that all desire shou ld he lost 
to be free from sin. So when a sin­ 
ner passes throu gh the sev eral sto­ 
ries of a padoga, he has no desire to 
liv e, and often throws himself to the 
earth and is dashed to pieces. 
In 
Japan the minister said, the padogas 
are enclosed in a net to prev ent any 
loss of life. The Chinese room show­ 
ed the opiu m dens, which the 
Rev . 
Mr. Yocu m compared to saloons in 
this cou ntry . Reprodu ctions of mis­ 
sion homes, dispensaries and Chris­ 
tian temples were to be seen, he said. 
In India , the minister sa id, co n­ 
tra st between the wo rship in 
the 
hea then temple a nd in the Christia n 
temple were ex emplified. 
The Rev . 
Mr. Yo cum to ld o f the hea then belief 
in tra nsmig ra tio n o f so uls, a nd ho w 
missio na ries in India were a ttempt­ 
ing to ro ut this fo o lish tea ching . He 
sa id the na tiv e a nd Christia n ho mes 
wTere co ntra sted bo th in the Chinese 
a nd Africa n ex hibit.

One of the real fights of the 
conv ention was the selecting of a 
commissioner from the northern dis­ 
trict. 
John T. 
Bo wles, of Center 
township, was nominated on the first 
ballot by the narrow margin of one- 
third of a v ote. 
Bowles receiv ed 
137 1 3 
v o tes, John Widait 71 3/3, 
and Earl Sears 05 1/3. Preparations 
were being made for another ballot 
when Chairman Sparks annou nced 
that Mr. Bowles was nominated by 
one-third v ote. 
John E. Harrison, tlie present com­ 
missioner from the sou thern district, 
was nominated on the first, ballot 
ov er his opponent, John D. Stewart. 
The v ote was not giv en as the crowd 
began y elling for James E. Watson. 
Mr. Watson responded with one of 
liis characteristic speeches. 
“There hav e been so many conv en­ 
tions this week that 1 am abou t ex ­ 
hau sted,” said Mr. Watson. “This is 
the first time I ev er attended a cou n­ 
ty conv ention in Ru sh cou nty and 
think I will come again. 1 hav e stay ­ 
ed away becau se 1 alway s get the 
blame for whatev er happens, so I 
decided to come today . 
I want to 
congratu late y ou on the size and 
harmony of this meeting. Two y ears 
ago, while other cou nties were fight­ 
ing, Ru sh cou nty stood firm and tru e 
to the old-time Repu blican principles. 
I congratu late the men who were 
su ccessfu l in this conv ention. Xow a 
word of balm to the defeated. When 
y ou boy s who were defeated go down 
the street y ou can look back at me 
and find a sy mpathizer. 
“The Repu blican party is coming 
into its own again. 
After the con­ 
v ention and the leaders hav e been 
chosen, we shou ld stick together and 
abide by the platform. A4 a matter 
of fact, wTe hav e ou r own opinions. 
As I hav e said before, I am against 
Canadian reciprocity as adv ocated 
by President Taft bu t his adminis­ 
tration has faired fav orably with 
others before him.

Sev enteen men of Milroy came to 
Ru sliv ille today to complain abou t 
the condition of the pike which

y ears ago. According to one resident 
of Milroy , the pike was not bu ilt wide 
enou gh by three feet on either side, 
and when rigs drov e off at the side, 
pieces of the pike are broken off.

It is u nderstood Mr. Harrison will 
agree to fu rnish the cru shed stone if 
the residents of the town will fu r­ 
nish the binder and repair the road. 
This, it is said, was refu sed by the 
Milroy people. 
They went back to 
Milroy , it is said, with the intention 
of circu lating a petition for a new 
macadam road throu gh the town. 
The saloon licenses of Will Price 
and Roth 
A Seanlan were renewed 
by the board this afternoon. 
Thirty -one 
inspectors 
were ap­ 
pointed for the first registration u n­ 
der the new State law which will be 
held Thu rsday , May 9 . One inspect­

From the Post at Ft. Benjamin Har- 
risen Is Only Partially Cleared by 
the Finding of Missing Man’s Body 
With Bullet in Brain, in Illinois. 


Indianapolis, April 1.—With a bullet 
hole in the temple, the body of Chap- 
ain J ohn Dallam of the Twenty -third 
infantry , who disappeared from Fort 
fiarrlson March 18 , was found In an 
open field near Meredosia, 111., accord­ 
ing to a m essa g e which reached Col­ 
onel Glenn, and which sta ted that a 
coroner s jury decided that Dallam had 
met death by his own hand. 
The officers at the fort are satisfied 
with the identification of the body be­ 
cause some of the papers bear the sig ­ 
nature of the chaplain. The officer did 
not wear his uniform when he disap­ 
peared. 
The military colony is unable to ac­ 
count for the strang e disappearance 
and suicide cf the chaplain. 
It was 
stated that he had no trouble with 
any one at the fort. 
The disappear­ 
ance was attributed at first to the 
fact that he has been in ill health, due 
to heavy work. 
Chaplain Dallam was formerly an 
Episcopalian minister, but la ter em­ 
braced the Unitarian tenets. 
He has 
been in the army service since 18 9 8 , 
having seen service in the Philippines.

Richmond Burg lars Put Up Desperate

Richmond, Ind., April

Yingling came upon the burglars as

PROPER HOUSING OF POULTRY 


Chief 
Requisites 
of 
Building 
Are 
Dry ness, Perfect Ventilation and 
Plenty of Sunlig ht. 


(By N. R. GILBERT.) 
Frequently poultry keepers 
com­ 
plain bitterly of the failure of their 
fowls to show profit, when the whole 
fault lies in defective housing . 
Poultry 
lead 
an entirely artificial 
life when they live penned In a run, 
or even when at liberty and provided 
with a sleeping -house—that is to say 
they ha ve their food provided 
them 
and do not sleep in the trees, as their 
natural instinct would teach them. 
It is simply the difference between 
sleeping in a house and sleeping in 
trees tha t upsets them. 
W hen 
they 
do the latter, they may not lay well 
but they keep their health. More than 
ha lf the disea ses modern fowls suffer 
are caused primarily by this defective 
housing . 
The chief requisites of a house are 
tha t it should be weather-proof, 
so 
tha t •whatever the inclemency of the 
season, the fowls keep dry . 
It must 
be provided with ample 
ventilation 
and should have a sunny aspect. 
The sun is life to all animals, and 
the more fowls g et of it, the better. 
Yet, 
som etim es, 
fowl - houses 
are 
placed in dark, secluded corners, and 
built to admit hardly any 
lig ht. 
A 
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A colony -house that supplies plenty 
of fresh air to the chicks. 
Six feet 
long , two feet six inches wide, two 
feet four inches hig h in front, eig hteen 
inches hig h in the back. 


certainly is—make a roof of thirK 
boards and put the zinc on top. 
For the floor, the earth needs to be 
beaten down quite hard and a dress­ 
ing of some inches ©f sand or lig ht 
dry earth put on top. 
If the soil Is 
clay ey , it is better to have a wooden 
floor, for it must be dry .

Ventilation is a subject better un­ 
derstood now than formerly .

L ater Chapman, who was with a wom­ 
an, was heard mak ing an u proar in a 
bedroom, 
and 
Fanford 
k nock ed 
at 
Chapm an’s door and told him to be 
q u iet, as he was distu rbing the mem 
bers 
cf the 
Enchantress 
company , 
which had to get ou t early to catch a 
train. 
He then went back to Hen 
nan’s room, whither Chapman follow 
ed him. 
Chapman began to abu se the 
two men. and told them that althou gh 
they might think they were going to 
leav e town in the morning, he wou ld 
fix them. They thou ght his threat was 
the ou tbu rst of an intox icated man. 
and when he left the hotel in a cab 
they gav e the m atter no fu rther at­ 
tention. At 2 o’clock on Su nday m orn­ 
ing, howev er, H erbert Chapman re­ 
tu rned to the Sav oy in the cab, accom­ 
panied by his brothers, Harold and 
Edgar. 
The three ov erpowered the 
night watchman, who tried to prev ent 
them from entering the hotel.

a combined onslau ght on Fanford and 
Hennan.

to reach his grip and. tak ing a rev ol­ 
v er from it. he shot at the three men 
attack ing himself and Fanford, with 
the resu lt stated.

Ready to Com e Home. 
London, April 1 .—A Central News 
dispatch from Ak aros, New Zealand, 
say s the Terra Nov a, Captain R. F. 
Scott's Antarctic ship, arriv ed there 
early this morning and anchored. 
She 
did not bring Captain Scott nor any 
members of the ex pedition, bu t fetched 
a brief message from the ex plorer sent 
to the base at McMu rdo sou nd to the 
effect that he Wou ld remain another 
w inter in the Antarctic to continu e 
and complete his work . 
Apart from this message the latent 
receiv ed from Captain Scott at the 
base was the m essage on Jan. 3, sta t­ 
ing that he was 1 5 0 miles from the 
sou th pole and adv ancing. 
Captain 
Scott had in mind not merely the a t­ 
tainm ent of the sou th pole, bu t the 
possibility of continu ing his jou rney 
and emerging in Weddell sea, possibly 
within a fewT hu ndred miles of Cape 
Horn. 
If Captain Scott fou nd the pole 
and then pu shed on the resu lts to sci­ 
ence wou ld be immensely greater than 
the mere attainm ent of the pole. The 
lack of news as to w hether Captain 
Scott reached the pole is ex plained by 
the assu mption that if he did he cou ld 
not get the news to the base before 
the freezing of Ross sea obliged the 
T erra Nov a to sail away .
